With Lt. Guy Wicks at the rudder and a 
competent crew on duty, NAST’S K-Ship 
zoomed over the Pearl Harbor War Bond 
quota line ($15,000) on 1 December and flew 
dead ahead to set a new bond-buying record 
for the Station. The $37,668.75 in Series E 
bonds and $4,518.50 in Series G bonds made 
a grand total of $42,187.25, double the 
amount raised during the Independence Day 
Drive. 

NAST Places Fourth 

Making a good getaway, Tillamook’s silv- 
er entry took the lead in NAB’s Pearl Har- 
bor Day War Bond Race. However, by 7 
December, Pasco’s F7F, flying a mystery 
route, out-maneuvered Pilot Wicks and 
crew to win the Commodore’s War Bond 
flag with 362% of its quota. Undaunted, 
the sturdy K-Ship continued its course and 
finished fourth with 255% of its quota be- 
hind Arlington’s SBD with 356% and North 
Bend’s TBF with 301%.

Squadron throws the spotlight on a lead- 
er in Lighter-Than-Air, Capt. Howard N. 
Coulter, USN.

As Commander Fleet Airships Pacific, 
Capt. Coulter serves with knowledge and 
experience that few can equal. Almost 
half of his 27 years in the Naval Service 
have been spent in Lighter-Than-Air. 

Upon graduating from the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1921, Capt. Coulter served with the 
fleet as a Communications officer. In 1928 
he received an M.S. degree, Electric Com- 
munications Engineering. In 1929 he serv- 
ed ashore in the Second Nicaraguan Cam- 
paign. 

It was following this that Capt. Coulter 
entered LTA. He was assigned to NAS, 
Lakehurst in 1929 as Communication offi- 
cer with additional duty as experimental 
radio officer aboard the rigid airship, USS 
Los Angeles. In 1932 he was designated 
Naval Aviator (airship) and was assigned 
to serve with Commander Rigid Airship 
Training and Experimental Squadron. Also 
in 1932, he served aboard the rigid airship 
USS Akron. He was a member of the com- 
missioning crew on the USS Macon in 1933,

C-Class Patrols The Atlantic 

By 1918, the C-Class, a larger and better 
designed airship than tha B-Class, was tak- 
ing over the patrol of the Atlantic seaboard. 

Goodyear and Goodrich built ten ships of 
this class, They measured 192 ft. in length 
—more than 30 ft. longer than Class-B—and 
42 ft. in diameter. Using hydrogen, they 
achieved a useful lift of 4,100 lbs. The two 
Hispano-Suiza engines, totaling 250 H.P., 
gave the ship a full speed of 52 knots. It 
could range over 1400 miles at 40 knots. 

In 1919, the USS C-5 flew from Montauk 
Point, N. Y., to St. John’s, N. F., a distance 
of 1,115 miles, in 25 hours and 40 minutes. 

Short Step Forward 

The Class-C was only a short step for- 
ward in the evolution of airship design. It 
still used the aeroplane fuselage suspended 
below the bag to keep sparks from the 
hydrogen. 

The picture below illustrates the finger- 
patch system devised by Goodyear in which 
a piece of rope was rounded out to form a 
handlike figure.
